House Investigating Committee 

The House subcommittee investigating 
the War Department will resume hear 
ings sometime in the early part of Octo- 
ber, Representative John J. MeSwain, 
chairman of the House Military Affairs 
Committee stated this week. 

A preliminary report on the activities 
of the subcommittee to date was sub- 
mitted to the House just as the session 
closed, summarizing results and outlin- 
ing the scope of future investigation. 
As a result of their work, Mr. MeSwain 
said in the report, the Government has 
been saved millions of dollars, while tens 
of millions will be saved in the future. 

“At no time in its history has the 
War Department undergone such a 
thorough investigation as the present 
one by this committee,” the report 
stated. 

“The effect of the investigation by this 
committee ought to strengthen and con- 
firm the confidence of the American 
people in the honesty and efficiency of 
the very large majority of our Army. 

“Tt has heen necessary for us in the

interest of national defense, to call the | 


attention of the Nation to a very few 
corrupt and unworthy officers in our 
Army.

Active Duty for Reserves 
Extended active duty for and the 
commissioning of Reserve Oflicers in the 
Regular Army—a subject which has been 
before Congress since the beginning of 


this session—was authorized in a_re- 
vamped Thomason bill which passed 
both Houses in the closing days of Con- 


gress. 
Up to late yesterday the President had 


not signed the measure. It was brought 
out in the Senate hearings that the 


Bureau of the Budget is opposed to the 
measure, it may be expected that 
that agency is using its influence to re 
strain the President from signing it. In 
its modified form, however, the bill 
represents much less expenditure than 
the original one and may therefor 
temper the opposition of the Budget 
Bureau. 

The text of the bill 
White House follows: 
“That the President hereby 
to call annually, with their 
application to and selection 
Department, for a period of not more 
1 year for any one officer, not to 
at any time 1,000 Reserve officers of the 
combatant and the Chemical Warfare 
Service in gzrade of second lieutenant, 
for active with the Regular Army: 
Provided, That nothing herein contained 
shall affect the number of Reserve officers 
that may called to active duty under 
existing laws, nor the conditions under and 
for which they may so called 
That for the period of 10 years, 
beginning July 1, 1 the Secretary of 
War authorized to select annually, in 
addition to the graduates from the United 
States Military Academy, 50 officers who 
shall be commissioned in the Regular Army: 
Provided, That the Secretary of War shall 
determine for each annual increment the 
number to be allotted among the promotion 
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list branches: And provided further, That 
the number to be appointed in the promo- 
tion list branches shall be selected from 
such Reserve officers who have received the 


training herein authorized or from graduates 
of the Army Air Corps Training Center.” 
The original bill as. it the 
House would have provided for increas 
ing the commissioned strength of the 
Regular Army to bring the Air Corps 
up to its authorized strength. This was 
killed in the Senate. The original bill 
also would have put 2,000 reserve officers 


passed 


of all grades on extended active duty. 
The Senate reduced this to 1,000 and 
limited it to second lieutenants. The 
original bill would have commissioned 
annually for ten yenrs 200 reserve 
officers as second lieutenants in the 


Regular Army. The revised bill reduces 
this to 5O per yvear and adds “or from 
graduates of the Air Corps Training 
Center”, which the Senate Committee 
reported will permit the appointment of 
second lieutenants from the National 
Guard Air Corps. 

While the War Department is taking 
no steps until the President signs the 
measure, it doubtless will initiate a 
general staff study immediately the bill 
becomes a law. This study will be 
directed toward a determination of the 
manner of selecting the 1,000 each year 
for active duty and also of determining 
a method of selecting those for commis 
sioning in the regular army. Another 
immediate step will be to include in the 
1937 estimates, now being prepared, an 
estimate for the carrying out of the 
intent of Congress as expressed in the 
bill. The cost, according to the report 
of the Senate Military Committee, will 
be $1,846,950. Comparable provisions of 
the original House bill (exclusive of the 
Air Corps expansion) would have cost 
$6,077,500.

Infantry Modernizes 


The following announcement was made 
by the War Department, August 28: 

“As a phase of the Army's progress 
toward modernization, the Chief of Staff 
has approved plans for an extensive test 
of a new regimental organization of the 
Infantry in the United States Army. 

“The significant feature of the new 
proposal is the separation from Infantry 


battalions of their machine-gun cor- 
panies and the segregation of these 
latter, within each regiment, as a con 
solidated unit in which will be included 
also the mortar. Under this arrange 
ment there will exist in the Infantry 


regiment three rifle, or light, battalions 
and one supporting, or heavy, battalion. 
The light battalion will have no weapon 
not readily carried by a marching 
soldier, while the transportation pro 
vided for the heavy unit will be speedy 


motor vehicles. 

“An anticipated result of this re 
grouping is a marked = increase’ in 
mobility. Front line battalions, unin 
cumbered by horse and wheeled trans 
portation, will be able to use motor | 


vehicles for long and rapid marches, On 
the battlefield their movement will be 
likewise facilitated. 

“This general regrouping of Infantry 
weapons within the regiment has been 
made possible by the improved char 
acteristics of modern Infantry weapons. 
So long as available weapons possessed 
no greater efliciency than those of the 
World War period, the need for ade- 
quate fire power within the front line 
battalion required the assignment to it 
of a strong unit armed with water 
cooled, relatively heavy, machine-guns. 
But now, armed with modern semi-auto- 
matic rifles and newly developed ma 
chine-guns of very light weight, the bat- 
talion, even after discarding its old 
machine-gun company, will possess a 
fire power far greater than that hereto 
fore obtainable. Assuming that results 
will verify these anticipations in in- 
creased mobility and fire power, the com- 
bat effectiveness of the Infantry regi- 
ment will be multiplied. 

“The Chief of Staff has designated 
the voth Infantry, stationed at Fort 
Benning, Ga., as the regiment to conduct 
the experiments and upon which 
final conclusions will be drawn.”

National Guard Armories 

The Senate Military Affairs Commit 
tee recommended, in the closing days of 
Congress, the passage of the bill, S. 2869, 
authorizing the use of up to $80,000,000 
of emergency relief funds for the con- 
struction of armories for the National 
Guard. In spite of the favorable report, 
however, the Senate did not act on the 














measure and it will go over until the

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Goethals’ Memorial 

President Roosevelt, August 24, signed 
S. 2743, providing for the erection of a 
suitable memorial in the Canal Zone to 
Maj. Gen. George W. Goethals, “builder 
of the Panama Canal”, in commemora- 
tion of his services in connection with 
the construction and operation of the 
Yanal. 

The act authorizes the President 
through such persons as he may desig- 
nate to select an appropriate site within 
the Canal Zone for the memorial to the 
Army engineers. The sum of $75,000 is 
authorized for expenditure on the memo- 
rial. 

John Callan O’Laughlin, Chairman of 
the Goethals Memorial Committee, made 
the following statement on the passage 
of the bill: 

“It is altogether fitting that the 
United States should give recognition 
to the signal services of Maj. Gen. 
George W. Goethals in connection with 
the building of the Panama Canal. The 
construction of the Pamana Canal con- 
tinues to stand out as one of our great- 
est American engineering achievements. 
Begun in the administration of Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt, it was pressed 
during the administrations of Presidents 
Taft and Wilson, and the completed 
waterway was officially opened to the 
commerce of the United States and the 
world by the formal declaration of the 
last-named Executive. With the excep- 
tion of interruptions caused by occa- 
Sional slides, which have _ required 
dredging, the Canal has been in constant 
operation for more than 20 years. Dur- 
ing that period thousands of passenger 
and cargo vessels have passed through 
it, saving time and distance, and bring- 
ing mankind into closer relations. Be- 
sides promoting Pan American friend- 
ship, the Canal has proved of untold 
value for national defense. Our fleet 
last year transited the Canal, eastward 
with 110 vessels in 48 hours, and west- 
ward, with 90 vessels, in 40 hours. Com- 
pare this record with that of the battle- 
ship Oregon, which required 76 days to 
round the Horn and come to the re- 
enforcement of the American fleet then 
engaged in operations which finally re- 
sulted in the destruction of the Spanish 
squadron off Santiago de Cuba. 

“We have already commemorated the 
important part played by sanitation in 
the construction of the Canal in the 
passage by Congress of resolutions es- 
tablishing the Gorgas Memorial Institute 
at Panama and the renaming the Ancon 





Hospital for Maj. Gen. William C. 
Gorgas. France has erected at Colon a 
statue of DeLesseps, who first attempted 
construction of a canal at the Isthmus. 
The enactment of this bill will make it 
possible for us to pay tribute to the 
man who had the principal part in the 
direction of entire operation, who took 
over the task on which others had failed 
and in seven years carried the gigantic 
task through to completion. 

“Four Presidents of the United States 
have paid tribute to the achievement 
of this great Army engineer. President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, who has just 
placed his stamp of approval on the 
memorial, took a personal interest in 
the proposal to honor General Goethals. 
President Wilson, in whose administra- 
tion the Canal was completed, appointed 
him the first Governor of the Canal 
Zone, in recognition of his accomplish- 
ment. President Theodore Roosevelt, in 
his autobiography wrote the following: 


“Colonel Goethals proved to be the 
man of all others to do the job. It 
would be impossible to overstate what 
he has done. It is the greatest task 
of any kind that any man in the world 
has accomplished during the years that 
Yolonel Goethals has been at work. It is 
the greatest task of its own kind that 
has ever been performed in the world 
at all. Colonel Goethals has succeeded 
in instilling into the men under him a 
spirit which elsewhere has been found 
only in a few victorious armies.’ 


“This was written by President Taft, 
while serving as Chief Justice of the 
United States: 

“The strain through which Colonel 
Goethals has passed only those know 
who were associated with him in the 
work. The diplomacy, the straightfor- 
ward conduct, the persistence, the 
patience, the wonderful executive ability, 
the great engineering skill, will some 
day be described in detail and the 
achievement set forth as it ought to be; 
now it can only be described in general 
terms.’ 

“In the name of the Committee and 
for those thousands of Americans who 
served under General Goethals in the 
accomplishment of that great achieve- 
ment, I wish to thank President Roose- 
velt for the personal interest he has 
shown in the memorial proposal and 
also express our appreciation to Senator 
Morris Sheppard and Representative 
Schuyler O. Bland, for their active inter- 
est in pressing the matter in Congress.”

Fourth Army CPX 


Announcement was made August 30 
at Headquarters Ninth Corps Area, San 
Francisco, Calif. by Maj. Gen. Paul B. 
Malone, Commanding, that the Fourth 
Army, drawn from the western half of 
the United States, will conduct one of 
the largest and most complex staff exer- 
cises ever attempted by our military 
forces in time of peace. The exercises 
will take place in the western part of 
Washington state, centering at Ft. 
Lewis, Wash., in the period September 
16-28. 

The problem set is the repulse of a 
foreign invasion of the Pacific North- 
west Coast by an overseas expedition 
from a mythical European state known 
as “Maroon.” To meet this attack the 
entire Fourth Army, with additional 
aviation and artillery, 514,000 strong, 
will be mobilized in theory at war 
strength. In actual fact, no troops will 
be employed, but the staffs of the divis- 
ions and corps comprising the Fourth 
Army will be @exlered to Ft. Lewis and 
there will make all plans and issue the 
orders necessary to meet the constantly 
changing situation. 

General Malone will direct the exer- 
cises and will command the Fourth 
Army in person. Over 150 officers, in- 
cluding 12 generals, wil participate. 
Over fifty of these will be umpires 
handling the “Maroon” forces and de- 
ciding the results of the maneuvers or- 
dered. The units and officers involved 
will be drawn from as far East as Min- 
neapolis, Minnesota; Omaha, Nebraska 
and St. Louis, Missouri.

tor Robinson, of Arkansas, authorizing 
the placing of former Brig.

liam Mitchell on the retired list of the 
Army with the rank and pay of a ej. 


onel, was called up in the Senate August 
24 by Senator LaFollette but its cop. 
sideration was objected to by Senator 
Austin and it was passed over. 

“I think,” Senator LaFollette said, 
“looking back over it in retrospect that 
every impartial person will agree that 
General Mitchell rendered a great ger. 
vice to the aerial defense of this coup. 
try and to the Army itself in the fight 
he made for aviation.” 

Senator Austin inserted in the Recon 
the text of the letter from the War De 
partment objecting to the enactment of 
the measure. At the end of the letter 
Secretary Dern wrote: 

“In his published statement of Sep 
tember 5, 1925, Colonel Mitchell, after 
expressing his pleasure in the service 
he had enjoyed, stated: 

“*T owe the Government everything; 
the Government owes me nothing’ (p 
13, G. C. M. O. $). 

“This statement accurately reflect 
the views of the War Department as ty 
the merits of the proposed legislation. 


“The War Department can find y 
justification for the enactment of th 
proposed special legislation, whit 


would single out Colonel Mitchell fw 
preferential treatment from among t 
many former excellent officers of 
Regular Army who have voluntarily ser 
ered their connection with the milit 
service. By this voluntary resignatia 
more than 9 years ago, Colonel Mitchel 
forfeited all rights and claims to reth 
ment. The Department is firmly of 
opinion that he should not be the be 
ficiary of legislation that would 
him in a status that other officers @ 
by loyal and faithful service.”

Macon Personnel Commended 

In recognition of their services during 
the loss of the USS Macon, off Point 
Sur, California, February 12, 1935, the 
Secretary of the Navy has addressed 
letters of commendation to Lt. Comdr. 
Herbert V. Wiley, USN, who was in 
command of the airship, Lt. John D. 
Reppy, USN, and to Mrs. Dailey, the 
widow of Radioman Ist class, Ernest FE. 
Dailey, USN, who lost his life in the 
disaster. 

The Secretary has approved the rec- 
ommendations of the Board of Awards 
that letters of commendation by the 
Commander Aircraft, Battle Force, Vice 


Admiral V. Butler, USN, be sent to Lt. 
(jg) Frederick N. Kivette, USN, Lt. 
Earl K. Van Swearingen, USN, and 


Chief Boatswain’s Mate Robert J. Davis. 
USN. The Secretary also recommended 
that entries be made in the service rec- 
ords of the eight other oflicers and 
thirty-three of the enlisted crew aboard 
the airship at that time, stating that 
the conduct of every officer and enlisted 
man aboard the USS Macon at the time 
of her loss was exemplary and in con- 
formity with the best traditions of the 
Naval Service. 

The Secretary of the Navy’s letter to 


Lieutenant Commander Wiley stated 
that: 
“It has come to my attention that you, 


while Commanding Officer of the USS Macon, 
showed the greatest energy in raising the 
efficiency of personnel and promoting the 
safety and operating effectiveness of the 
vessel, You adopted measures that greatly 
improved the standards of morale of your 
officers and men, and took steps to provide 
complete safety equipment for the vessel and 
to train personnel in its use. At the time 


of the loss of the Macon, you took im 
mediate measures with a view to saving 
your vessel and crew. These measures were 


80 effective that but two men out of a total 
of eighty-three were lost, this being by 
far the lowest percentage of loss ever known 
to have occurred in the similar 
vessel, You acted with the utmost coolness 
during the emergency and gave the officers 
and men an outstanding example of cour 
age, resourcefulness and morale, 

“The Department especially commends 
you for your heroic conduct and extraordi 
nary achievement while in command of the 
Macon at the time of her loss.” 

The letter from the Secretary to Lieu- 
tenant Reppy, stated that: 

“It appears that you were the Keel Officer 
during the emergency. You assembled the 
airplane hangar crew and endeavored = to 
drop airplanes from the ship, working when 
the ship was inclined up to twenty-five de 


cases of a 


grees, in a precarious position with the 
hangar doors open below you. You went 
into the after part of the ship, which was 
known to be damaged, and reported to be 
“crumbling”, to try to shift the main con 
trols to the emergency steering station. You 
again came forward and tried to launch 
airplanes until ordered to abandon’ ship. 


You supervised launching of life rafts. After 


the order “abandon ship”, you conducted 
men to the extreme bow, aware of the 
presence of suffocating helium gas, you 


tried to craw! into the interior of the ship 
to tie off gas valve petticoats to prevent 
leakage of gas from the valves. 

“The Department especially commends 
you for your heroic conduct beyond the 
eall of duty. Your disregard for your own 
safety, your intelligent initiative and your 
effective leadership are in keeping with the 
best Naval traditions.” 

Lieutenant Reppy is stationed at the Naval 
Air Station, Lakehurst, N. J. 

To Mrs. FE. EF. Dailey, of Washington, 
™. ©. was sent the following letter of 
commendation from the Secretary which 
has been posthumously awarded to her 
late husband: 

“The former Commanding Officer, USS 
Macon, has brought to the attention of the 
Department the commendable conduct of 
Ornest Edwin Dailey, late Radioman first 
class, USN, on the occasion of the loss 
of the USS Macon at sea on February 12, 
1935, at which time he lost his life. 

“It appears that he was the operator on 
watch in the radio room during the emer- 
gency. When directed to send out “SO8" 
he did so immediately and received receipt 
for same from Commander-in-Chief, U. 8. 
Fleet. He followed this with signals for 
determination of radio bearings for land 
stations and ships of the fleet. With the 
ship inclined at a large angle he had to 
hold the transmitters on the table. Later 





he inquired if the ship was all right and 











was told to send out “standby we have baq 
casualty”. He sent this and obtained ge. 
ceipt. He then inquired the ship's position 
and sent it out. He also sent further signals 
for determination of radio bearings. He re. 
mained at his station until ordered to 
abandon it, carrying out his work in apy 
efficient manner, with personal initiative, 
perfect calmness and efficiency, his action 
no doubt being effective in the prompt 
rescue of the crew and the small casualty 
list. Unfortunately he was one the two 
missing members 

“The Department imends Ernest Edwip 
Dailey, late Radioman first class, USN, for 
heroic conduct beyond the call of duty. Sue 
conduct is in keeping with the best interegtg 
of the Naval Service.”

In accordance with the recommenda- 
tion of the Commander-in-Chief, United 
States Fleet, the Bureau of Navigation 
has transferred from the Commander, 
Battle Force, to the Commander Base 
Force, the administration of enlisted 
personnel of the Fleet. 

Effective October 1, 1935, 
mander of the Base Force will be 
charged, under the direction of the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Fleet, with 
the distribution and assignment of 
practically all enlisted men, except those 
in the Asiatie Station, in the Eastern 
Coast naval districts, in the Training 
Squadron while separated from the 
Fleet, and other excepted groups. Dis- 
tribution of quotas for advancements in 
ratings will also be in the hands of the 
Base Force Commander. 

The change is declared to have been 
based on the concept that the supplying 
of personnel is as much a part of 
logistics as is the handling of fuel, pro 
visions and ammunition, and should be 
administered by the Base Commander. 
Many officers, however, while admitting 
that the move has some merits, doubt 
that it is the wisest course. The con- 
tention is made that in the event of an 
emergency, the Commander, Battle 
Foree, would be able to get underway 
faster if he could himself fill vacancies 
on ships from personnel on shore than 
if he must secure them from the Base 
Commander. 

On the other hand it is argued that 
the supply of personnel should be co- 
ordinated to the needs of all forces and 
this can best be done by the Commander, 
tase Force, rather than the Commander, 
Battle Force. For one thing, it is 
asserted, the Base Force Commander 
would be normally closer to the C in C’s 
flagship than the Battle Force Com- 
mander. 

The Bureau of Navigation letter, put- 
ting the change into effect, follows: 

“1. In accordance with the recom- 
mendation of the Commander-in-Chief, 
U. S. Fleet, effective October 1, 1935, 
the Commander, Base Force, United 
States Fleet, under the direction of the 
Commander-in-Chief, United States Fleet, 
is charged with the distribution and 
assignment of enlisted personnel in the 
United States Fleet, including Fleet Air 
Bases and Submarine Bases. 

“2? The Commander, tase)§=6 Force, 
U. S. Fleet, is assigned the following 
additional duties involving enlisted per 
sonnel : 

“(a) The transfer to and from shore 
duty in the Eleventh, Twelfth and 
Thirteenth Naval Districts and the USS 
Rigel, of radiomen, seamen and firemen. 

“(b) The transfer to and from shore 
duty in the Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
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Naval Districts and the Naval Station, 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, of all enlisted 
personnel, except hospital corpsmen. 


“(c) The assignment of enlisted men, 
except hospital corpsmen, on general 
detail at Receiving Ships and Stations 
on the Pacific Coast, without reference 
to the Bureau of Navigation. 

“(d) The assignment of recruits 
upon completion of training at the U. S. 
Naval Training Station, San Diego, 
Calif., and the U. S. Naval Training 
Station, Great Lakes, Illinois, with the 
exception of those recruits assigned to 
class A service schools under existing 
quotas. 

“(e) The assignment of graduates of 
class A service schools located upon the 
Pacific Coast. 

“(f) The assignment, under estab- 
lished quotas, of enlisted men to and 
from instruction in class B_ service 
schools located on the Pacific Coast. 

“(g¢) The distribution of quotas for 
advancements in ratings authorized by 
the Bureau of Navigation, including re- 
distribution of unfilled quotas. The 
original distribution shall be based on 
the allowances of the various units in 
ratings concerned, 

“3. The following supplementary in- 
structions which have been issued from 
time to time are repeated: 

“(a) Commanding officers of all Re- 
ceiving Ships and Stations are author- 
ized, upon application of commanding 
officers concerned, without reference to 
the Burean, to transfer men from general 
detail to fill actual vacancies in allow- 
ances in vessels of the U. 8S. Naval 
Transportation Service. 

“(b) The normal tour of duty on 
outlying bases and naval districts shall 
be two years. Men so assigned should 
have two years obligated service and 
should not have served a tour of duty 
in the tropics or outlying stations in the 
previous two years. 

“(c) The Bureau of Navigation will 
order to Commander, Base Force, U. 8. 
Fleet, for distribution, all enlisted per- 
sonnel assigned to the U. S. Fleet, except 





that, as long as the Training Squadron, 
Scouting Force, is separated from the 
U. 8. Fleet, personnel assigned to that 
unit will be ordered to Commander 
Training Squadron for distribution. 

“(d) Commandants of the Eleventh, 
Twelfth, Thirteenth, Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth Naval Districts, the U. S. Na- 
val Training Station, Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba, the Commanding Officers of the 
U. S. Naval Training Stations, Great 
Lakes, Illinois and San Diego, Calif., 
and the Receiving Ships and Stations 
on the West Coast, will furnish the 
Commander, Base Force, U. 8. Fleet, 
such information as may be necessary 
to effect the transfer of enlisted per- 
sonnel authorized in paragraph 2 (a), 
(b), (ce), (a), (e) and (f). 

“4. The assignment of enlisted per- 
sonnel to shore duty at the Submarine 
Base, New London, Conn., will continue 
to be directed by the Bureau of Navi- 
gation. 

“5. All previous instructions not in 
agreement with this letter are cancelled, 
effective October 1, 1935.”

THK MEASURE OF SUCCESS which has attended the objectives of the Army 
AND Navy JOURNAL as expressed in the priority list published weekly at the head 
of this column is a source of satisfaction. The first session of the Seventy-fourth 
Congress came to a close this week with accomplishment or progress in the direc- 
tion of five of the six items in our priority list. The economy pay cuts were 
restored as of April 1, 1935, full credit for all service in computing longevity was 
assured through a bill approved by Congress, June 5, and allowances were re- 
moved from the fluctuations of the price index and fixed at their maximum figure 
in an amendment on an appropriation act. Thus item No. 1 was taken care of 
with the exception of the ban on the re-enlistment bonus. Restoration of this 
important item of pay for the enlisted personnel was opposed by the President, 
but the fight in its behalf will be continued at the next session. Great strides 
were made in behalf of improving the pension status of widows of the Regular 
Services. On March 5 the President signed an executive order ameliorating some 
of the injustices of the economy act on service widows. Later, Congress passed 
the Spanish War Pension bill, which was signed by the President, will further 
benefit dependents of service personnel by making all Regular service widows whose 
husbands served during the Spanish-American War or Philippine Insurrection 
eligible for $30 a month pension. While the scale of pay for Naval oflicers of 
the lower grades who will be forced to retire as the result of the selection system 
has not been increased, appreciable benefit will accrue to them as the result of the 
action of Congress in inserting into the Navy's personnel bill a provision extending 
by seven years the length of time which lieutenants and lieutenants (junior grade) 
may stay on the active list after not having been selected for promotion. This 
will permit them not only to serve their country longer, but also to have more 
service to their credit when they do retire and thus to retire with better pay. 
Thus progress was made in item number 4. For item number 5 a victory was 
achieved for the commissioned personnel of the Army in the enactment of its new 
promotion bill, inspired by General MacArthur and sponsored so ably by Senator 
Sheppard. As for the Navy and Marine Corps there never was a time when 
it was more under fire than at present. Senator Black has successfully blocked 
enactment of the measure to permit forced retirements of majors and lieutenant 
colonels of the Marines and threatens an investigation of the entire system. 
Voicing the sentiments of a large number of Naval officers, Admiral Sims is 
outspoken with biting criticism of the present operation of the selection system. 
An inquiry may be expected into this subject. Appreciable gain was made in item 
number 6 when the Navy personnel bill was passed with a provision considerably 
modifying the harsh law which barred retired Naval officers from virtually every 
form of civilian employment. For the next session efforts will be devoted to 
repealing the ban on the re-enlistment bonus; securing higher pay schedules for 
commissioned and enlisted personnel, active and retired; more ample pensions for 
dependents; «a more just operation of promotion in the Navy and Marine Corps, 
and complete removal of employment restrictions on retired personnel. Great 
strides have been made but there yet remains much to be done. 


NOW THAT ADEQUATE measures have been taken to assure high morale in 
the Army through the removal of much of the stagnation in officer promotion, it 
is high time that the Navy gave some thought to its officer morale. There is 
nothing more important to the efficiency of a military organization than an esprit 
de corps in its officer group and when a large percentage of that body feels that 
the system of promotion which determines their future and from which emerges 
its leaders, is unjust, and results in the elimination of competent and efficient men, 
morale is bound to suffer. If this situation exists the system of promotion should 
be given the most careful scrutiny with the opportunity offered to everyone to 
suggest proposed changes. The matter should be carefully studied and weighed 
and if changes are necessary or if improvements and changes can be effected 
they should be made immediately, either by regulation, if such is possible, or by 
legislation. One cannot say to what extent the morale of the Navy is bein 
impaired. We hope not seriously. But when a distinguished retired admiral of 
the Navy declares that in his opinion it is serious, and conducts a poll of senior 
officers in which a large majority of those replying were shown to believe that 
changes should be made, it is certainly no answer for officials of the Navy Depart- 
ment to say, in effect, they’re wrong, morale is all right, they don’t know what 
they’re talking about.” The Department cannot ignore criticism of this sort. It 
should find out whether or not it is justified, not from the opinion of its high 
officials, but from the facts.

Army General Officers

reached the statutory retirement age this month. 

The three new brigadier generals are Frank W. Rowell, Inf.; Clement A. 
Trott, Inf., and Laurence Halstead, Inf. Col. Charles F. Humphrey, jr., who 
originally was nominated to fill one of the September first vacancies was promoted 
earlier to fill the vacancy created by the advancement to major generalcy of Brig. 
Gen. Charles E. Kilbourne who went up as of July 6, when Maj. Gen. Stuart 
Heintzelman died. With that promotion Colonel Halstead was nominated for the 
additional vacancy. 


Serap “First Modern Warship”—The first vessel of the “New Navy” built in the 
eighties following the years of decay after the Civil War, is to be stricken from 
the Navy List and sold for se rapping. 

Announcement was made this week that the old cruiser Chicago, after round- 
ing out fifty years of naval service, is to be scrapped. The vessel now known 
as the Alton and used as station ship at the Submarine Base, Pear! Harbor, T. EL, 
was the first all-steel, steam propelled vessel of the U. S. Navy. The ship, of 
4,500 tons displacement, was authorized with two small cruisers in 1885, the 
first vessels of the modern Navy. Built according to radical designs of hull and 
machinery, she was launched in 1885 at John Roach & Sons’ Shipyard, Chester, 
Pa., and remained in service until after the World War during which she acted 
as escort to submarine chasers. Placed out of commission in 1919, at the Mare 
Island Navy Yard, she later was sent to Pearl Harbor to be used as station ship. 

In 1928, when the name Chicago was assigned to one of the 10,000-ton cruisers 
authorized in 1924, the designation of this old cruiser was changed to USS Alton. 
jen. Pegram Whitworth, USA, who retires today, 
1871, and was appointed to the Military Academy 
"Upon graduation from West Point in June, 1894, 
18th Infantry, Fort Bliss, Texas. 
was transferred to San Antonio, Tex., 
remaining on duty at that station until April, 1898. In June, 1898, he was appointed 
aide de camp to Brigadier General Arthur MacArthur.

General Whitworth has been in command of the 6th Brigade and Fort Douglas, 
Utah, since June 13, 1933. 

General Whitworth has been awarded the Silver Star with two Oak Leaf 
Clusters (United States) for gallantry in action against Spanish forces at Manila, 
Luzon, Philippine Islands, August 13, 1898; for gallantry in action against insurgent 


forces at Tuliahan River, Luzon, March 25, 1899; and for gallantry in action 
against insurgent forces at Alos, Zambales Province, Luzon, December 21, 1899. 


General Whitworth has been awarded the Croix de Guerre with Silver Star 
(France), and was cited in orders by Marshal Petain. 
General Rosenbaum Retires—Brig. Gen. Otho B. Rosenbaum, USA, 
64th birthday Monday, passes to the retired list today. 

Brigadier General Rosenbaum was born in Marion, 
was appointed to the United States Military Academy. 
and assigned to the Infantry, with which he served at Ft. Logan, Col., until April, 
1898, when he departed for duty in Cuba. His service in the campaign against 
Santiago resulted in a recommendation for brevet promotion because of gallantry 
in action on July 1, 1898, for which action he has since received a Silver Star 
citation. 

Upon mobilization of our National Army General Rosenbaum was assigned ag 
colonel of the 315th Infantry at Camp Meade, Md.

Naval Aircraft Factory Plane Flown—The first plane produced at the Naval Aircraft 
Factory, Philadelphia, under the provisions of the Vinson-Trammell Act of March 
27, 1934, was flown Aug. 27 by the Naval personnel at Philadelphia. Later the 
plane, of experimental type, designated as XN3N-1, will be delivered to the Flight 
Test Section, Naval Air Station, Anacostia, D. C., for regular tests which are 
required by the Navy of all commercially built aircraft. Designed as the third 
type of training plane constructed by the Navy, it is a two-place biplane, equipped 
with dual controls, and is convertible into landplane or seaplane. Twenty-five feet 
in length, it has an upper wing span of 34 feet. The fuselage is fabric covered and 
the plane, powered by a Wright J-5 engine, will have a speed of approximately 
25 miles an hour. 

Quantity production of this type of plane will be dependent upon the result 
of its trials, and if they are successful, it is the plan of the Navy Department to 
furnish these planes chiefly to the Naval Air Station, Pensacola, for use in the 
student training program, as well as to other naval aviation activities requiring 
planes of this type.

“Both armies are only partly concen- 
trated and in these preliminary opera- 
tions are trying to seize and hold favor- 
able ground, the southern foree north of 
the boundary line or close to it, giving 
the southern army a good bridgehead 
north of the Black River, which is, as 
you have all seen, in places a formida- 
ble obstacle. The northern army in the 
preliminary operation is similarly en- 
deavoring to seize and hold favorable 
ground as a necessity in advancing and 
is endeavoring to push forward to the 
north bank of the Black River in order 
to prevent the formation of a bridge- 
head by the southern army. Both armies 
advance simultaneously, initiating an 
open warfare situation and their ad- 
vance guards of each corps meet in the 
first day’s advance in the general vicin- 
ity of the frontier. The southern corps 
has three divisions opposed to the two 
divisions of the northern corps and is 
able to push its advance north. To ar- 
rest this advance the I Corps of the 
northern army is ordered by the Army 
Commander to take up and organize a 
defensive position to protect the cross- 
ings of the Indian River at Philadelphia 
and Antwerp, the generel line of the 
defensive position extending on its right 
from the sharp bend in the Idian River 
northeast of Evans Mills to Sterling- 
ville, thence along the high ground east 


of Sterlingville, which has become 
known as Hill 300, thence extending 
northwest to where Route 26 goes 


through the swamp formed by the over- 
flow of the Inéian River, about five 
miles south of Antwerp. On the second 
day of the battle the southern corps at- 
tucked this position. 

“The position is naturally a_ very 
strong one, especially that part from 
Sterlingville, through Hill 300, the ridge 
to the northeast, from Road Junction 
601 to 604; and the hill immediately to 
the north of this latter one at the edge 
of the swamp.

It is obvious, therefore, 
that there was not enough strength in 
the southern corps to force this position, 
except to obtain local penetrations. For 
that reason to give the I Corps practice 
in a slow withdrawal the Director ruled 


that the center corps (imaginary) of 
the southern army, composed of three 
divisions, making its main effort on its 


a penetration between 
Perch Lake and the Indian River, thus 
gradually exposing the right of the I 
Corps which had to withdraw con- 
form with the enemy’s slow penetration 
in its area.

“That, briefly, was the general scheme 
of the maneuvers, in order to give each 
corps commander experience in open 
warfare fighting with their advance 
guards on the first day, and then forcing 
the weaker corps to occupy a defensive 
position, the general line of which was 
indicated by the Army. The selection by 
the northern and southern corps of the 
centers of resistence and the best fea- 
tures for defense along the general line 
indicated by the Army was very satis- 
factorily executed. 

“IT want to take this occasion to point 
out to you that the problems prescribed 
in these exercises were all simple prob- 
lems and simply stated. There was no 
effort to complicate the situations in 
any way by making them difficult, and 
the difficulties you encountered were 
simply those that always arise in the 
simplest problem you attempt to execute 
over strange ground. The ground here 
as you can see is splendid ground on 
which to hold field training of this char- 
acter, as it affords nearly every variety 
of terrain, and can be used for a num- 
ber of years without exhausting its 
possibilities.”

“At the end of the day's operations (a 
truce having been declared at 4:00 P. M.) 
our advanced elements had reached the 
general line: Woods Mills-Reedville- 
Sterlingville-thence along south bank 
Trout Brook-point about 4 miles north- 
east of Evans Mills. 

“Operations were resumed the follow- 
ing morning at 6:00 A.M and our Corps 
attacked with the mission of penetrating 
the Blue position in the directfon: 
Evans Mills-Theresa and driving them 
north of the line: Indian River from its 
junction with Rockwell Creek to Phila- 
delphia—high ground 2 miles southeast 
of Theresa Junction. This attack was 
preceded by a twenty-minute artillery 
preparation. 

“Smoke screens laid down by our Air 
Corps and provisional chemical troops 
were successful in assisting our advance. 
Due to the favorable weather condi- 
tions, the smoke screen persisted for a 
long period and it is understood seri- 
ously disrupted traflic in the enemy rear 
for from one to two hours, 

“Mechanized cavalry and tanks at- 
tached to us from the Army were used 
in conjunction with the operations of 
the Ist Division on the right flank of the 
Corps. 

“At the close of the day's operations, 
we had accomplished our mission. 

“Exercise No. 5 completed yesterday 
(August 27), found this Corps consist- 
ing of two divisions, operating against 
a superior Blue force, At the beginning 
of the Exercise, the II Corps, except for 
outpost’ forces, was theoretically — bi- 
vouacked in its zone south of the Black 
River while the Blue Corps, consisting 
of three divisions, had reached the gen-

eral line: Antwerp-Philadelphia and 
the high ground northeast of Evans 
Mills. We believed that the Blues, due 
to their superiority § in numerical 
strength, would assume the offensive 
and attempt to push aggressively into

“Our Corps was ordered to advance 
at 5:30 A. M. on August 26th to drive any 
hostile forces encountered north of the 
line: southern end of swamp 5 miles 
south of Antwerp-high ground 3% miles 
northeast of Evans Mills and to organ- 
ize and defend the general line: bend in 
Bleck River 3 miles northeast of Great 


Bend-point on road % mile northwest 
of RJ 548-Evans Mills with a view to 
offensive action at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. 


“On the first day of the Exercise, our 
Corps advanced within its zone with di- 
Visions abreast (right to left, 27th, 44th) 
us far as the general line: Reedville- 
Sterlingville-RJ 540-RJ 482. At the con- 
clusion of the day’s hostilities we found 
that our force had been driven back 
almost to its main line of resistance, 

“As expected, the Blues resumed the 
uttack on the morning of the 27th along 
our entire front. 

“After a series of attacks and counter- 
attacks, the stronger Blue force gained 
local successes generally along the entire 
front and at noon the maneuver was 
called off. 


Introduction 

“Good pictures and good stories will 
make any war a at least for 
the moment for the folks at home. Our 
photographers have been enterprising, 
and our l’ress Men generous throughout 
the maneuver. 

“Practice makes perfect—and many 
of the irregularities of yesterday have 
today disappeared. But it will require 
the realities of war to correct certain 
tendencies, such as not taking cover at 
critical Inoments, In war, sudden real- 
ization of responsibility for his 
own life, for example, and for the lives 
of those under him, will induce him to 
hurdle fences, and jump ditches, now 
considered a barrier, or to seek the pro- 
tection of woods now ‘off limits.’

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First Army Critique 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
maneuver of August 23rd. Therefore on 
that day Division Commanders should 
have expected that their Divisions must: 

“1, Advance prepared to attack 
(Corps Field Order No. 1). 

2. Develop and deploy. 

“8. Make contact with the enemy’s 
main force. 

“4. Attack, or defend, probably local 
rather than of a general nature. 

“5. Hold the ground gained and pre- 
pare for a future unified general attack. 

“The most modern thought has devel- 
oped a tendency, if not an actual new 
principle in the approach of opposing 
forces, It is this ‘that advancing troops, 
within one day’s march of the enemy 
should be well developed into lines of 
small columns, so that quick deployment 
of forces can be made upon contact.’ 

“In the opening campaign, with troops 
inexperienced in war or maneuver, the 
Corps Commander should have required 
in his order a development in the initial 
stages of the advance. But experienced 
Division Commanders would not have 
failed to do the same—in carrying out 
the Corps Order—which directed them 
to ‘advance prepared to attack.’ 

In the 1st Division, boundary between 
brigades was designated, and roads of 
advance not assigned, thus giving free- 
dom of action to brigade commanders, 
and they did develop early in action. 

“In the 27th Division, boundary be- 
tween brigades was designated. A road 
was assigned to each brigade indicating 
a somewhat restricted freedom of move- 
ment, although each brigade was as- 
signed a zone of maneuver. 

“In the 44th Division, boundary be- 
tween brigades was not designated but 
a road was assigned to each brigade, 
indicating restriction of maneuver. No 
zones were assigned to Brigades. 

“Reports received showed that the Ist 
Division developed and deployed early 
in the morning. By 3:00 P. M. the 57th 
Brigade of the 44th had developed but 
my information is that the others were 
still in column. 

“Where brigades had not developed 
and deployed, it does not appear that 
important advances were allowed by the 
umpires. 

“Gentlemen, picture if you will what 
would have happened to the II Corps, if 
at any time before development a bold 
and aggressive enemy had plunged into 
our front with combat cars followed by 
tanks and troops in trucks. You cannot 
rest in confidence that the enemy will 
approach on foot—-that reenforcements 
100 miles away are not an overnight 
threat nor that an attack from the air 
is not momentarily threatening, In the 
war of today one must always be pre- 
pared. 

“The Corps Commander reiterates 
that he should have assured early de- 
velopment and deployment in his initial 
orders, due to our inexperience in 
modern combat. 

“There was much hesitation by local 
commanders upon contact with the 
enemy. I am informed of an instance 
where the points of opposing advance 
guards, after a single shot faced each 
other for half an hour, without further 
action by advance guard commanders. 

“In general there appeared much in- 
decision upon contact and slowness in 
maneuver for dominating positions while 
awaiting the action of umpires. This sug- 
gests the need fer much field work for 
small units. 


“Handling of patrols and advance 
guards, and teaching specifically what 
they should do upon contact is sug- 


gested as of primary importance. Here 
is a suggestion to the unit instructor, 
and a prayer that he may accompany 
his unit in the field not to command, 
but to note the result of training, and 
to assist as desired. 

“There were of course a great many 
minor and some grave irregularities in 
road discipline, and battle maneuvers 
reported by observers and staff officers 
sent from my headquarters. 

“Recurrences lessened or disappeared 
in subsequent exercises, showing con- 
stant improvemert as the maneuvers 
progressed, but taking of cover upon ap- 





proach of planes, or dispersion of ele- 
ments of a command to avoid losses 
from rifle and machine gun fire, or 
shrapnel and shell, or the dropping of 
bombs, will require war experience to 
correct. And in war no umpire could 
hold our single telephone line to a Divi- 
sion in his grasp for % of an hour while 
hunt was instituted for another umpire 
to help decide an issue. 

“One thing seems certain however, 
and that is that talk and orders will 
never get information back from com- 
manders engaged in mortal combat. 
Their interest is forward and unless 
they need help, little will they think 
of the checker board play in rear. Liai- 
son officers and messengers must be sent 
forward by Division and Corps Com- 
manders and report made to their head- 
quarters by their own representatives 
from forward positions and command 
posts and this by every available means, 

“And again, team work such as we 
habitually have between the Infantry 
and Artillery, can never be attained in 
the division with air service and cavalry 
if only attached, These units should be 
assigned to the Division, and be made 
part and parcel with it. If they don’t 
know us, have not worked with us, and 
have no division esprit de corps, we 
will not get the best results. 


General Comments 

“In these days of rapid movement, 
reconnaissance must be bold and far to 
the front of advancing troops. No longer 
should there be serious surprise encoun- 
ters of the advance guards of large 
forces, if fast moving reconnoitering 
parties push far to the front and quickly 
report if not actually check the advance 
of enemy troops in motor cars. Remem- 
ber, a days march may now be 100 or 
200 miles, possibly more, and that ‘No 
Man’s Land’ and areas fed by unob- 
served routes must be assumed to be- 
long to the enemy. Better to sacrifice 
a few fast rolling vehicles far out in 
front and constantly in communication 
with us than to give up wide expanses 
of country to enemey occupation. 

“Fast movement of motor drawn Ar- 
tillery and of Infantry in trucks has 
made possible new dispositions of re- 
serves and commitments for battle. And 
let us not forget also that large columns 
of vehicles, concentrating troops at the 
front, are at all times a dangerous tar- 
zet—no matter how well controlled by 
radio or telephone, installed within ele- 
ments of the column itself. The German 
method of designated rendezvous, with 
individual cars moving by their own 
choice of roads by day or by night is 
not to be lost sight of. 

“A wise application of the principles 
of war can be expected only by practice 
with modern equipment—and plenty of 
it and this well coordinated. Today, our 
development and our supply of modern 
equipment are out of balance—and we 
may well face the future with anxiety 
so long as we remain only partially 
modernized—and so long as we base 
our conduct of war too much upon ex- 
periences of the past. In many ways 
these experiences are of inestimable 
value, but in the last analysis success 
will attend a leader with vision—one 
who, while leaning heavily on the ex- 
perience of past wars, can yet judge the 
future through sign posts of the present. 

“I wish to take this opportunity of 
thanking the Officers and men of all 
ranks who cooperated so loyally with me 
in our efforts to make the II Corps a 
success. 

“My own staff -has worked tirelessly 
and without regard to hours, as has in 
certain sections and at certain times 
been necessary. 

“Among the troops the finest spirit 
has always prevailed—and to the best 
of my knowledge the conduct of officers 
and men on and off duty has been 
superb, I have heard only words of 
praise from civilian authorities with 
whom I have talked. 

“Seventeen years ago this fall I was 
attending a function at Bar-sur-Aube, 
France, where General Summerall was 
present. I found him sitting by himself 
—lost in thought and deep meditation— 
and appearing quite disconsolate. The 
war was over and General Summerall

The Neutrality Resolution 
The White House compromise on the 
neutrality resolution was given Con- 
gressional approval in the closing days 
of Congress, but there ran through the 


debate the theme that the resolution 
was far from agreeable to those on 
either side of the question. Congress 


went home with a firm determination to 
take the matter up again immediately 
upon reconvening next January so that 
a definite policy may be laid down 
before the contentious munitions em- 
bargo provision expires on February 29. 


Representative Johnson, of Texas 
chairman of the subcommittee of the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee out of 
whose conferences with the Senate com- 
mittee and with the President the final 
bill arose, summed the measure up as 
follows: 

“The Senate bill which we are now con- 
sidering is in many respects similar to House 
Joint Resolutions 386 ana H. R. 8788, both 
introduced by the chairman of our com- 
mittee, Mr. McReynolds, at this session. H. 
Rh. S788 is a bill to control the trade in 
arms, ammunition, and implements of war 
and which was favorably reported by our 
committee, is substantially section 2 of the 
Senate bill we are now considering. House 
Joint Resolution 386 was a neutrality bill, 
more comprehensive and in some respects 
a better bill than the Senate bill. It con- 
tained two features not in the Senate bill. 
One was a provision denying credit or loans 
by citizens of this country to governments 
engaged in war and the other prohibited the 
use of the American flag upon belligerent 
vessels. Both of these sections would greatly 
improve the Senate bill and, in my judg- 
ment, are most desirable in preventing com 
plications that might involve us in war. 

“This bill, therefore, is a blending of the 
McReynolds and the Senate bills, and the 
chief difference is that section 1 of this 
bill, which prohibits the exportation of 
arms, ammunition, and implements of war to 
warring nations, makes it mandatory upon 
the President to issue a proclamation of 
inhibition, while the McReynolds bill left to 
the President the discretion as to when 
such proclamation should issue. We have 
amended the Senate bill so that section 1 
will not be effective after February 29, 1936, 
and Congress will, at its next session, de- 
termine its permanent policy in this regard. 

“Section 2 creates a National Munitions 
Control Board, composed of the Secretary 
of State, the Secretary of the Treasury, the 
Secretary of the Navy, and the Secretary of 
Commerce, The Senate bill also designated 
the Chairman of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee of the Senate and the Chairman of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee of the House 
as members of this Board, but we believed 
that it was unwise, if not unconstitutional, 
to have Members of Congress serve in the 
executive branch of the Government, and we 
have amended the bill. 

“It requires those who manufacture, ex- 
port, or import arms, ammunition, or imple- 
ments of war-—so as to eliminate them as 
members of the board—shall register and 
pay a fee of $500 and secure license for each 
shipment. 

“Section 3 of the bill provides that when- 
ever the President issues a proclamation as 
to the existence of war between foreign 
countries thereafter it shall be unlawful for 
any American vessel to carry any arms, 
ammunition, or implements of war to any 
port of such belligerent countries, or to any 
neutral port for transshipment to a belliger- 
ent country. 

“Section 4 provides that during a war in 
which the United States is a neutral, the 
President or anyone authorized by him 
shall have cause to believe that any vessel 
either domestic or foreign is about to carry 
out of United States port, men, fuel, arms, 
ammunition, or supplies to any warship, 
tender, or supply ship of a foreign belliger- 
ent nation, steps may be taken to prevent 
the sailing of such vessel or to require a 
bond conditioned that such vessel will not 
deliver same to such belligerent ship. 

“Section 5 authorizes the President to place 
restrictions during any war in which, we 
are a neutral, governing the entry of sub- 
marines into any port or territorial waters 
of the United States. 

“Section 6 provides that during any war in 
which our Government is neutral the Presi- 
dent shall find that the peace between the 
United States and foreign nations, or the 
protection of the lives of the citizens of our 
country, or the protection of the commercial 
interests of the United States requires that 
American citizens should’ refrain from 
traveling as passengers of vessels of belliger- 
ent nations he shall so proclaim, and there- 
after no citizen shall travel on any vessel 
of a belligerent nation except at his own 
risk.” .

He is survived by his mother, Ida 
Hall Braden, his father, Alfred G. Bra- 
den, an attorney of Washington, Pa., a 
brother, John Braden, postmaster at that 
place, sisters: Mrs. Ida Braden Hill, of 
Mooresville, Ala., Miss Ann R. Braden, 
of Washington, Pa., and Miss Edith Bra- 
den, who has made her home with Cap- 
tain Braden for the past several years.

The recent revision of the Navy Uni- 
form Regulations will tend to make the 
officer of the Navy at dress social funce- 
tions even farther eclipse his brother of 
the Army in the latter’s corresponding 
out-moded blue dress uniform or drab 
Service uniform. 

Now that the Army promotion prob- 
lem is out of the way, let us promptly 
adopt a modern up-to-date dress uniform 
which one will take pride in wearing.

the matter, we start, with the thought 
of minimum cost of procurement in 
mind, by proposing a new Army dress 
uniform for optional wear, namely: blue 
dress cap of the present specifications ; 
a blue coat of pattern identical with 
that of the present olive drab service 
coat except that the grade of the wearer 
be shown on each sleeve in gold braid as 
now prescribed for the mess jacket, or, 
instead of gold braid, similar braid of 
the color of the arm or service of the 
wearer: Liberty belt of black leather: 
breeches or trousers of olive drab as 
now prescribed for the Service uniform, 
or, optional with werrer, breeches and 
trousers of blue material of the present 
olive drab pattern with side stripes of 
color of the arm of service of the 
wearer; black leather boots and = spur 
straps with spurs; black shoes and black 
socks for wear with trousers. 

In cold weather the service overcoat 
could normally be worn with this uni- 
form while the old type blue cape could 
he an article of optional wear. 

The poor appearance of the out-of- 
date old style blue blouse has discour- 
aged allptiut a few officers from provid- 
thems®lvyes with that article. 

If such a uniform as proposed above 
were adopted the only articles which 
would have to be provided by an officer 
whe has ne articles of blue uniform 
would be a cap, coat and black belt, as- 





suming that he already has black shoes 
and socks These articles could be bought 
for less than $100.00. 

The prompt adoption of a suitable and 
well-appearing Army dress uniform 
would undoubtedly be a stimulant to 
morale and would relieve the wearer of 
embarrassment caused all too frequently 
when in Service uniform by being mis- 
taken for a policeman, bus driver or 
elevator operator. ‘ Colonel.
